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1. MIGRATION. MAIOR SEGMENT POPULATION THREE 
NORTHERNMOST CERCLES (OUT OF TOTAL OF 44) ARE NOMADS AND 
MOVED SOUTH IN WINTER AND EARLY SPRING; ESTIMATES RUN AS 
HIGH AS 80 PERCENT FOR OUDALAN CERCLE. THESE NOMADS ARE 
EXPECTED RETURN AS RAINS GENERATE PASTURE GROWTH IN 
NORTH. TEN PERCENT APPEARS REASONABLE ESTIMATE FOR 
DEPARTURES FROM NORTH-CENTRAL CERCLES; THESE MIGRANTS 
COMPOSED PARTLY OF USUAL MIGRATION OF YOUNG MEN TOWARD 
IVORY COAST. PARTLY UNUSUAL MIGRATION OF WHOLE FAMILIES 
TO WESTERN AND SOUTHWESTERN UPPER VOLTA. AT SAME TIME, 
THERE IS SIGNIFICANT IN-MIGRATION INTO NORTH BY NOMADS 
FROM MALI AND NIGER. SOME OF THESE ARE REPORTEDLY 
BEGINNING RETURN TO AREAS OF ORIGIN. 

2. FOOD DISTRIBUTION. DISTRIBUTION TO VOLTANS 
APPEARS BE AS EFFECTIVE AS IT COULD BE, GIVEN 
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QUANTITIES OF FOOD RECEIVSD RELATIVE TO NEEDS. 

HOWEVER, LITTLE GRATIS FOOD HAS GONE DIRECTLY TO 
MIGRANTS. IN NORTH, GRATIS DISTRIBUTION BY GOUV HAS 
BEEN PRIMARILY TO HOLDERS OF VOLTAN ID CARDS, AT LEAST, 

ORIGINALLY EXCLUDING IMMIGRANTS FROM MALI AND NIGER. 

GRATIS DISTRIBUTION US SORGHUM DOES NOT EXTEND TO AREAS 
RECEIVING IN- VOLT AN MIGRANTS BECAUSE THOSE AREAS 
NOT AS SERIOUSLY DROUGHT-STRICKEN. THESE MIGRANTS MAY 
BUY SOME OF US SORGHUM PROVIDED UNDER STABILIZATION 
PROGRAM AND SOLD AT SUBSIDIZED PRICE BY GOUV, BUT TO 
WHAT EXTENT THIS ACTUALLY HAPPENS IS UNKNOWN. CERTAIN 
AREAS IN FAR NORTH WERE UNABLE STOCK GRAIN BEFORE RAINS 
MADE THEM INACCESSIBLE BY TRUCK. IN JULY BELGIAN C-130 
DROPPED 220 TONS US SORGHUM BY PARACHUTE ON 15 OF THESE 
LOCALITIES. AMEMBASSY AND GERMAN TRANSACT. AIRCRAFT NOW 
EXPERIMENTING WITH FREE-FALL AIRDROP METHODS, PLANNING 
CARRY OUT DROPS IN NORTH IN EARLY AUGUST. PCV'S WILL 
PARTICIPATE IN PREPARING BAGS FOR DROP. TO OUR KNOWLEDGE, 

THESE ARE ONLY AIRDROP ACTIVITIES TO DATE IN SAHEL. 

3. DISEASE. SUSPECTED CHOLERA CASES THROUGH JULY 15 
AMOUNT TO 552 CASES IN DORI REGION WITH 152 DEATHS PLUS 104 
CASES WITH 8 DEATHS IN OUAGADOUGOU. INITIAL OUTBREAK AT 
DORI APPARS POSSIBLY RELATED TO CONCENTRATION OF REFUGEES 
THERE, WHICH AGGRAVATED HYGIENIC PROBLEMS CREATING 
SITUATION NEARLY IDEAL FOR SPREAD OF EPIDEMIC DISEASE. 

GOUV HEALTH MINISTRY IS CONTINUING VACCINATION CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST CHOLERA, BUT INTERRUPTIONS IN TRANSPORT DUE TO 
RAINS HAMPER EFFORTS OUTSIDE MAIN CENTERS. RETURN OF 
NOMAD REFUGEES TO AREAS OF ORIGIN WILL PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY 
FOR SPREAD OF CHOLERA TO NEW AREAS. MEASLES OUTBREAK, 

CENTERED IN EASTERN UPPER VOLTA, IS NOT CONSIDERED RELATED 

TO DROUGHT, ALTHOUGH UNDERNOURISHMENT MAY HAVE ACCENTUATED 
MORTALITY RATE. 

4. NUTRITION. CDC REP LEONARD IS JUST BEGINNING HIS 

FIELD WORK, HAVING ONLY COVERED OUAHIGOUYA CERCLE. MOST CHILD 
MEASUREMENTS THERE FAIL SHOW FAMINE; HOWEVER, THE SAMPLE 
IS SMALL, AND THIS CERCLE MAY NOT BE TYPICAL BECAUSE 
OUAHIGOUYA TOWN IS READILY REACHED BY ROAD AND IS MAIN CENTER

UPPER VOLTA; ONE MILLION MULTI-VITAMIN DOSES ON ORDER; 

AND MOBILE HOSPITAL REQUESTED FROM AID/W FOR INSTALLATION 
AT DJIBO, IN CENTER DROUGHT ZONE. 

6. LOCAL AND VOLAG ACTIVITY. GOUV NATIONAL 

DROUGHY RELIEF COMMISSION HANDLES DISTRIBUTION FOREIGN 
OFFICIAL (AND SOME PRIVATE) DROUGHT RELIEF AID. LOCAL 
RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES HAVE ACTIVE CAMPAIGN TO HELP STRICKEN
